“The postal voting system 
is open to fraud and any 
would-be political fraudster” 


T WAS JUST two years ago that a High Court judge, 


Richard Mawrey QC, delivered the most damning of 


denunciations of Britain’s postal voting system. 
After finding six Labour councillors in Birmingham guilty of “electoral fraud 
that would disgrace a banana republic”, he condemned the postal 
voting system as “open to fraud and any would-be political fraudster”. 


In the wake of the trial, Labour, the 
Tories and the Liberal Democrats signed 
up to a new Electoral Commission code 
of conduct instructing candidates and 
canvassers: 


E not to handle postal ballot papers 
E not to help complete ballot papers 
not to solicit complete ballot papers 
WE not to offer to post ballot papers 


But in April, the Labour Party in 
Leeds was caught red-handed by the 
Sunday Times collecting postal votes 
from old folks’ homes in an effort to 
boost the Labour vote in the city. 

A reporter posing as a Labour activist 
was part of a team told by the 
leader of the Labour group on the 
council Keith Wakefield, to collect 
postal votes and “help” voters fill in 
the forms. Another Labour councillor 
Graham Hyde, told them not to get 
caught with any postal voting forms 
in their possession. 

David Crompton, the assistant chief 
constable of West Yorkshire police, 


called Labour's actions: 

“Extremely sharp practice and a. clear 
breach of the guidelines.” 

The British National Party believes that 
a voluntary code of conduct is not 
enough to end postal voting fraud. 

The only way to protect the integrity 
of the ballot box is for the Returning 
Officer of the council to administer 
all postal votes and to restrict them 
to the sick and infirm, ensuring 
that postal voting is only for those 
genuinely unable to vote in person 
because of medical reasons. 

The practice of large scale postal 
voting in itself violates the principle 
of the secret ballot because votes 
can be traced, as well as minimising 
the influence of polling day itself. 
This year by May 3rd, the outcome 
of many elections had already been 
decided by the postal vote. The ballot 
papers of those who actually turned 


out to cast their vote at their polling 


station, were left having little or no 
effect on the final result.

OHN Rowe, the British National

Labour activists 
then put the Returning Officer Steve 
Rumbelow under immense pressure to 
allow an already discounted vote to be 
added to their tally which then made the 
votes for Labour and the BNP equal.” 
Sharon Wilkinson, the leader of the BNP 
group on Burnley Council condemned the 
decision to allow a spoilt ballot paper 
to decide the outcome of such a crucial 
vote and immediately launched a petition 
_ under election law, funded by herself and 
John Rowe, to get the result overturned.

“We were pleased to stand our ground 
and do our public duty,” Marlene 
Guest told Freedom. “Of course we 
were frightened because we might 
have been attacked, but when you see 
a crime being committed you have to 
do something about it.”

Three years hard work 
pays off in Whitwick

THITWICK was thè acei 

seat and the campaign there 
had been under way since 2005 
when Mark Lewis managed 11% of 
the vote in a county council election. 
We were hoping for 3 canvass 
sweeps there, while the other four 
wards would get an election address 
plus one extra leaflet. 
In reality we just didn’t have enough 
people to canvass and only managed 
one sweep but the response was 


good. A Whitwick Patriot was put out 
followed by the election address. 

As the campaign went on Labour were 
getting worried. Their activists started 
openly delivering an anti-BNP leaflet 
produced by a third party and this was 
reported to the returning officer. 

For the last week it was decided 
to put out one more leaflet for 
Greenhill, Coalville, Hugglescote 
and Whitwick. This was a huge 
task with leafleting ten hours a day 
leaving us with blistered feet, but in 
the end it was worth it. 

Having worked so hard on all the 
campaigns, hopes were high on polling 
day morning for a good set of results. 
In our target seat of Whitwick the 


signs were promising. There were 


posters in many windows and BNP 
tellers were the only ones covering all

polling stations. 

At the count as the ballot boxes 
started to open it looked good in 
three seats, so hopes began to rise. 
The first seat to be counted was 
Coalville where Sean Lee was the 
BNP candidate. It was clear from 
the start it was a 3 horse race for 
the 2 vacant seats but agonisingly 
we were to just miss out by only 18 
votes. What a fantastic effort in a 
seat the British National Party was 
contesting for the first time. 

Next up was Graham Partner in 
Hugglescote ward. BNP votes seemed 
the majority in most boxes with 
Labour struggling. There was a great 
cheer when the result was announced 
with the BNP and Conservatives 
taking a seat each in a ward which 
had always been Labour. 

Ian Meller romped home in Whitwick, 
nearly 100 votes ahead of his nearest 
challenger and over 200 votes clear 
of the third elected councillor. 

In the other two seats the BNP polled 
well. Gavin Sharpe came 6th out of 
11 in Greenhill beating the Tories 
and in Valley ward Daniel Woolcock 
gained 4th place ahead of Labour. 
Our results showed what a small 
but dedicated team can achieve. It’s 
taken three years hard work, YES 3 
YEARS! Elections are not won in 
weeks, you need to be working in 
your wards all the year around. 

The average BNP vote in Northwest 
Leicestershire was 24.6%. That’s 
a solid base on which to improve 
upon. Plans for the 2009 county 
council elections across the whole 
of Leicestershire will be drawn 
up shortly and the campaigns will 
begin within the next eight weeks. 


VHE British National Party’s 

battle bus ‘Boadicea’ was on 
the campaign trail during the local 
elections promoting BNP 
candidates in Torbay.

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HERE was little time for 

Sadie Graham, the BNP’s 
new councillor for Brinsley on 
Broxtowe Borough Council, to 
settle into the job. 
At the very first council meeting, 
police had to be called to Beeston 
Town Hall when thirty Labour Party 
thugs tried to stop brave Sadie from 
taking her-seat. 
The civic ceremony to appoint anew 
mayor was interrupted by shouting 
and chanting which continued during 
prayers and a one-minute silence in 
memory of a former councillor. 
They even tried to push their way into 
the chamber but were prevented by 
security guards and van loads of extra 
police reinforcing the policemen on 
duty. Refusing to be intimidated Sadie 
Graham told the local newspaper: 
“I was elected with a huge majority 
and I am here to represent the people 
of Brinsley. The undemocratic antics of 
the Labour Party will not deter me, in fact 
it spurs me on to stand up on behalf of 
those who voted for me.” 
Labour -Party thugs weren’t the only 
situation Sadie had to deal with during her 
first week in office. Gypsies set up camp 
on the recreation ground in Brinsley. 
Within 20 minutes of their breaking 
and entering council land, Sadie visited 
‘the camp’ and on being told that more 
caravans were arriving, she managed to 
arrange for new chains to be placed on the 
gates to make them more secure. 
But when she informed the police, Sadie 
was told that despite unlawfully occupying 
the recreation ground, there was nothing 
the police could do. The next day the 
gypsies cut the chain so more caravans

and lorries could be driven through. 

The parish council then asked the police 
to use Section 61 of the Criminal Justice 
Act 1994, to remove trespassers but were 
told there weren’t the officers available 
to forcibly remove the gypsies. But Sadie 
and other parish councillors kept up the 
pressure and three days after they had 
arrived the gypsies left. 

“We visited them daily and insisted they 
move on, so they probably thought there 
must be more accommodating places to 
occupy,” Sadie told Freedom. 

“They left behind a load of rubbish and 
heaven only knows what else. Now the 
council has to clear it up and the council 
taxpayers have to foot the bill.”

AST April industry minister 

Margaret Hodge, gifted the British 
National Party a publicity extrava- 
ganza by announcing that working 
class voters in her Barking constit- 
uency were turning to the BNP because 
they felt abandoned by Labour. 
Just weeks before the local elections 
she warned that eight out of ten white 
families in her East London seat were 
considering voting BNP because they 
couldn’t get a home for their children 
and they saw black and ethnic minority 
communities jumping the queue. 
Her comments were seized on by the 
media and the resulting publicity helped 
twelve of the thirteen British National 
Party candidates standing for Barking 
& Dagenham Council get elected. 
On the anniversary of that historic night, 
Mrs Hodge has gifted the Party another 
propaganda coup by admitting that the 
BNP was right and that immigrants are 
jumping the housing queue.

ree Hodge needs to brief those

Tory MP, in whose constituency 

the British National Party has 
emerged as the main challenger, has 
warned his Party that it must work 
harder if it is to beat the BNP. 
Charles Walker, the Conservative MP 
for Broxbourne, had 9 BNP candidates 
standing in his constituency at the local 
elections and in five of those seats the 
BNP beat Labour into third place. 
In a report for the right-wing Tory 
Cornerstone Group, Walker writes: 
“From doorstep conversations, one 
quickly gauges that the British National 
Party’s best recruiting sergeants are 
the public’s growing disenchantment 
with mainstream politicians and the 
Government’s inability to get a handle 
on immigration. 
“The BNP positions itself as the voters’ 
friend and its canvassers play heavily 
on being matey, local activists whose 
sole and saintly political motive is to 
give a voice to the concerns of ordinary 
(white) people. 
“At a time of dwindling turnout and 
waning confidence in the political 
establishment, this approach clearly 
has attractions to those who want to 
register a protest vote against the local 
or national party of government.

“To be successful in countering BNP 
propaganda, Conservatives need to 
demonstrate that they are both acting on 
people’s concerns and working twice 
as hard to secure the votes of an 
apathetic electorate. If the BNP delivers 
four leaflets, the Conservatives need to 
deliver eight. When it comes to beating 
the BNP there is no substitute for shoe 
leather and sweat!” 
But Walker also acknowledges that it’s 
not only hard work from Conservative 
activists that will beat the BNP. He said 
that the Tory Party must attack the BNP 
for being “socialist and protectionist” 
and to ridicule it for seeking to return 
Britain to the way it was before globali- 
sation and large scale immigration. 


HE British National Party’s 

election performance on May 3rd 
shows significant levels of support, 
that’s according to Labour MP Jon 
Cruddas.

r economic competence was left 
in tatters after Black Wednesday - the 
day in September 1992 when £3.3 
billion of taxpayers’ money was lost 
trying to keep Sterling in the European 
Exchange Rate Mechanism. 

Now this Labour Government, and 
specifically Gordon Brown, have 
followed in the Tories’ footsteps. 
They cost the British taxpayer more 
than £2 billion in a bungled sell-off 
of Britain’s gold reserves and for 
exactly the same reason - to prop up 
the failing European single currency. 
In May 1999, as Labour Chancellor, 
Brown was asked by the European 
Central Bank, to bail out the Euro by 
buying stocks of the currency to stop 
it becoming worthless before the first 
Euro notes had even been printed.

than Britain, he didn’t even get a 
decent price for them. Instead of 
waiting until the price of gold was 
high, and selling off our gold quietly 
in small instalments so as not to alert 
bullion speculators and drive the price 
down, he dumped our reserves when 
the price of gold was at a 40 year low, 
and at well-publicised auctions which 
enabled speculators to make a series 
of killings at our expense.

Selling at the baltoin of the 
market, the gold got an average 
of $275 an ounce. Today the 
price is $681. 

The Bank of England warned 
the Chancellor that the timing 
of the sell-off was wrong and 
that the method of the sale 
would push the gold price down 
before the sale. 

Between the announcement in 
May 1999 that Britain was 
selling off her gold reserves 
and the first auction of gold 
in July that year, the number 
of speculators gambling on a 
fall in gold prices went up 
eight-fold .and the price of 
gold on world bullion markets 
dropped 10%. 

Apart from speculators, a 
number of foreign Govern- 
ments also made a great deal 
of money at our expense out of 
the fiasco. The Chinese alone raked in 
a profit of over £1 billion by buying 
British gold on the cheap and then 
selling it at a much higher price. 

In typical New Labour style, the 
Government tried to bury the news at 
the time — having a junior Treasury 
Minister, Patricia Hewitt, rather than 
Brown himself, announce the sell-off 
to an empty House of Commons on 
a Friday afternoon. With typical New 
Labour spin and deceit — Hewitt said 
that “only 3% of the total reserves” 
was to be sold off. In fact, it was 
17.5%. Brown tried to cover-up his 
mistakes but in April this year after an

18-month legal battle, the Treasury 
was forced to disclose the details of 
the gold sell-off. 

Over £2 billion of our money was 
squandered in the sell-off of our gold 
reserves to help the European single 
currency which we didn’t even join. 
Our depleted gold reserves leave 
us vulnerable. Britain has just 315 
tons left. Compare that to the two 
leading countries in the European 
Union which held on to their gold. 
Germany has 2422 tons and France 
2710 tons because both countries 
believe that national gold reserves 
should not be for sale. 

Gold represents the ultimate form of 
payment in the world. It 1s accepted 
everywhere. If there is a collapse of 
world currencies, or an international 
financial slump, sterling, dollars and 
the Euros that Brown bought with our 
nation’s gold, will become worthless. 
When that day comes we will need 
our gold reserves to help ensure the 
survival of the British people.

which are not seen as reflecting the

The move is designed to promote tolerance 

towards gypsy communities which are 

on the increase in Britain because of 
increased immigration from Romania. 

The Department of Education says it 

would also like to see Polish, Afghan 

and Somali on school timetables to 
spark fresh interest in language learning 
amongst traditional British children. 


OME of our top universities are 

being forced to accept students 
from India and China who are less 
well-qualified than British students 
in order to balance their books. 
Admissions tutors at universities 
including Edinburgh, Manchester and 
Sheffield have said they admit foreign 
students who have not achieved the 
required A level grades because they 
pay the full costs of a degree. 
To cope with this foreign influx, univer- 
sities are reducing the places for British 
students with Oxford leading the way 
by slashing 1,000 from its UK intake.

T WAS the British National Party’s 

radical Welsh Assembly manifesto 
that struck a chord with voters and 
led to the record breaking BNP vote 
in Wales. 
When BNP chairman Nick Griffin, 
launched the Wales BNP campaign in 
Port Talbot in April he pledged: 
“The British National Party will hold 
every political party and every single 
politician in the Welsh Assembly to 
account for their pitiful and deafening 
silence on the two great unmention- 
ables of our times - the multicultural 
society and the European Union.” 
The BNP also tackled another issue that 
the other political parties didn’t want 
to discuss and that-was the increasing 
number of Polish migrant workers in 
some parts of Wales who were taking 
away jobs from Welsh workers. What a 
contrast to some of the so-called Welsh 
nationalists parties which actually had 
leaflets printed in Polish to try to win 
the migrant worker vote! 
The manifesto Putting People First, 
also called for the sacking of North 
Wales Police chief constable Richard

The British National Party also 
promised to remove the Severn Bridge 
toll-gates, and in their place erect 
a bronze statue commemorating the 
Rebecca Riots.

To British National Party came 
within 2,580 votes of winning 


a North Wales regional seat in the 
Welsh Assembly elections on May 3rd 
after winning 9.4% of the regional 
vote in Wrexham and 7% in Alyn & 
Deeside and Clwyd South. 

The result sent shock waves through 
the Labour Party in North Wales 
with their spokesman Paul Blackwell, 
warning that voters in Wrexham and 
Flintshire could elect BNP councillors 
next May. Quite a turnaround coming 
from one of the parties that twelve 
months ago said the BNP would never 
ever have any Welsh councillors. 
“People arep t used to the fact of 
Poles coming here. 

“There’s a lot of BNP support in 
the factories, I’m told.

The UKIP leadership shelled

And it wasn’t only in the north 
that the BNP polled well. The Party 
won more than 5% of the vote 
in Aberavon, Blaenau Gwent and 
Islwyn, averaging 4.3% across the 
whole of the country. 

Four years ago at the last Welsh 
Assembly elections the BNP had just 
one candidate, Pauline Gregory, who 
polled 3,210 in South Wales East. This 
time the British National. Party put up 
a full slate of candidates and attracted 
42,197 votes making it the fifth party 


in Wales and pushing the Greens and 
UKIP down the pecking order. 

Nick Griffin was delighted with the 
results and told BBC Wales: 

“The Party has received more 
membership enquiries than ever before 
as a result of our campaign and it’s just 
the beginning for the BNP in Wales. 
“We’ve increased our vote massively 
on what we’ve done in the past and 
it will carry on going up because the 
other politicians just don’t listen to 
ordinary people and their concerns.” 


This was followed by the cost of 
the election itself and another set 
of expensive election literature 
to be delivered to a million Welsh 
homes (free this time) by the 
Royal Mail and hundreds of 
thousands more leaflets by hand 
thanks to campaign teams which 
included paid campaigners. 
Then there was the cost of all 
the literature associated with the 
individual Assembly seats fought 
and the cost of producing the 
television election broadcast.

In the end the “five or six seats” 
didn’t materialise and UKIP’s 
£400,000 bought just 38,000 
votes, that’s over £10 for each 
vote it received.

Protecting the Post

T should come as no surprise that 

the outcome of the Government’s 
‘consultation’ on the future of the Post 
Office network is that its programme 
of closures will continue. 
Despite overwhelming public opposition, 
Labour is to axe a further 2,500 Post 


Office branches in addition to the 4,000 


it has already closed over the past eight 
years. This decimation of the network is 
necessary, according to Alistair Darling, 
Secretary of State for Trade and Industry, 
to enable the privatised company to 
compete in the global market. 

Having deliberately undermined the 
public service foundations of the Post 
Office and the Royal Mail by switching 
the payment of pensions and benefits to 
bank accounts and opening postal services 
to competitor companies - Darling now 
decrees that further ‘modernisation,’ is 
the only way to cut the costs of the service 
the Post Office provides. 
Labour’s programme of modern- 
isation has already brought this 
service that was once the envy 
of the world to its knees. The 
performance of the Royal Mail 
is now described by the Public 
Accounts Select Committee as 
‘chronically poor’ in some areas. 
Twice daily deliveries have been 
cut to one later post and the 
numbers of lost, stolen or 
damaged letters/parcels rose to 
more than 15 million last year. 
Yet, in spite of this poor record

Modernisation hehind our success 


NALYSIS OF the local election results still goes on 

long into the night as more information from across 

the country becomes available, explaining in many 
cases, just why the results stacked up the way they did. 
The biggest surprise of the outcome of May 3rd was 
that the Labour vote held up, and especially so in areas 
where they faced a challenge from the British National 
Party. Now after collating official returns from Returning 
Officers, newspaper reports, the accounts of our activists 
on the ground and a deluge of emails and letters from the 
general public, the real story of the 2007 local elections for 
the British National Party can be understood. 
The figures show that the BNP vote held up well in spite of a 
hostile media and the anti-BNP third party campaign. In some 
areas it improved, in some areas it dropped back slightly, but in 
most of our key battlegrounds it stayed the same. 
Despite this satisfactory performance, many BNP candidates 
and activists were disappointed because they thought they 
might do better. Why did they think this? It was because of 
the positive reaction on the doorstep, with people in general 
seeming much more receptive than before to our message. 
In head to head elections, such as the many fought between the 
BNP and Labour, usually when one party is in the ascendency, 
their opponents are on the slide. The BNP star was definitely 
rising so if Labour’s had been on the wane, there would have 
been many more British National Party victories. But Labour’s 
vote held firm and this was down to their synchronised campaign 
of telephone canvassing at the exact time to encourage maximum 
use of the postal vote. It was an effective strategy ensuring 
hundreds of Labour votes were actually ‘in the bag’ before BNP 
activists had even put out their election address. 
The tactic gave Labour a small victory in one battle against 
the BNP, but it’s only buying them time. As both Labour 
and Conservative MPs acknowledge in reports in this issue of 
Freedom, the BNP now has a significant support base and is on 
the verge of a major breakthrough into mainstream politics. 
And this brings me nicely around to exactly why the British 
National Party is in this enviable position in the summer of 
2007, when just eight years ago, as Jon Cruddas succinctly 
put it, the BNP had less members than it had candidates 
standing in May. 
The BNP is on the verge of a breakthrough into mainstream 
politics because in 1999 Nick Griffin took over the leadership 
of the Party and ditched policies that had been like an albatross 
around the neck of British Nationalism for the past 25 years. 
It was essential to update our policy platform in order 
to make it more acceptable to the British people. It is 
this modernisation that is behind the recent success of the 
British National Party and the main reason why the public 
is now so much more receptive to our message.

HE British National Party’s local 

election manifesto rightly placed 
great emphasis on the importance of 
parish and town councils and gave 
a pledge to make these the most 
important and influential of all the 
tiers in local government. 
The relatively new BNP Group in 
Maldon in Essex contested this year’s 
local elections with this in mind. 
Maldon is a quiet market town, famous 
as the site of the battle in 99.1, when the 
local Anglo-Saxons under Byrhtnoth, 
the Earldorman of Essex, fought to the 
death to repel a Viking invasion, a 
feat commemorated in a famous Old 
English poem.

Adrian Litscher also won a seat in 
Southminster and Len Blain was elected 
to represent Latchingdon — as reported 
earlier. 

The results for Maldon District 
council were also encouraging for a 
first effort. In the two vacancies for 
Southminster ward, BNP candidates 
John Litscher and Neville Savalle 
easily defeated the Labour candidate 
and gained an impressive 21.6% 
share of the vote. In Althorne ward, 
Len Blain and Dean Gosling achieved 
a 17.7% share of the poll.

ONGRATULATIONS are due 

to all the BNP candidates who 
stood for election in the Eastern 
Region for the districts, boroughs, 
unitary. authorities and town and 
parish councils on May 3rd. 
The most eye-catching results were in 
Thurrock in Essex where we fielded 
a full slate of candidates and obtained 
a very impressive 25% of the overall 
vote. This compares favourably with 
the vote of 11.1% across Thurrock 
which the BNP received in the 
European Elections in 2004. 
The Thurrock campaign was helped 
on polling day by a loudspeaker 
lorry, decked out in flags and large 
specially hand painted party logos, 
which toured the wards adding colour 
and excitement wherever it went. 
In Broxbourne in Hertfordshire our 
9 candidates obtained an average of 
19.3% of the vote, taking second 
place behind the Conservatives, and 
again improving on the European 
Election vote of 10.1%. 
In Basildon, 11 BNP candidates 
averaged 15.4% (up from 9.4% in the 
European Election) and in Southend 
our 7 candidates averaged 15.3% (up 
from 5.0% in 2004). 
Other good results were obtained in 
Epping Forest - in Waltham Abbey 
Paternoster ward with 33.5% of the 
vote - and in King’s Lynn and West 


Norfolk (North Lynn ward), where 
in a truly remarkable result, the BNP 
came from nowhere to obtain 34.4% 
and come within 45 votes of getting a 
councillor elected!
